GERONIMO STILL MURDERING. 


The Apaches on a Raid in Arizona and 
Mexico—Forty Persons Reported Killed. 
GUAYMAS, Mex., April 27.—A telegram re- 

ceived here today announces the reappearance 

of Apaches under Geronimo near Calabassas, 

Ari. Ten persons are reported kilied on the 

ranches near the latter place. Dispatches to 


Gov. Torres state that over thirty persons were 


killed oa the ranches near Casita, Troops will 
go forward by rail tomorrow. 

Tucson, Ari., April 27.—This evening there 
is published the following telegram from No- 
gales: **About forty Apaches passed up the 
Santa Cruz Valley this morning early, kill 
several Mexicans and Americans. They 
Calabassas about 7 this mornimg. In answer 
to a call for help about forty volunteers, 
well armed, left here at 8 o'clock on a speciai 
train for Calabassas. Scouting parties were 
organized, and the hostiles were discovered in 
camp about two miles north of Calabassas. 
The second train of volunteers left at 10, and 
word was shortly received that the hostiles 
were being corralled and would be held for the 
arrival of troops. At noon a detachment 
of the Tenth Cavalry, under Capt. Lebo, 
passed bere for the scene of action. A com- 
pany of cavairy also passed Crittenden about 
II o' clock, headed for Calabassas. The third 
train left here with supplies. There bas been 
intense excitement in town all day, and busi- 
ness 16 practically suspended. 

NOGALES, Ari., April 27.—The wife and child 
of A. L. Peck have been killed by Indians and 
the niece taken prisoner. Peck was a cripple, 
but escaped. The Owen brocers, prominent 
ranchmen, are killed.

George Ott, an extensive manufacturer of 
doors, sash, and biinds, made an assignment 
this morning for the benefit of his creditors to 
Charles F. Meyer. Mr. Ott began business 
here twenty-five years ago, and at the time of 
his failure was employing 125 hands and doing 
a business of nearly $300,000 annuaily. The 
assets, including plant. book accounts, etc., 
are $184,386; the liabilities, as scheduled, ag- 
gregate $154,656.

‘THEY TRIED TO BRIBE HIM 


SENATOR KEMP'S SENSATIONAL STATE- 
MENT IN THE UHIO ASSEMBLY. 


A McLean Boodler Told Him He Could 
Have Money Enough to Buy a Farm if 
He Would Vote Against Sherman—Sena- 
tor Payne Tells His Colleagues that the 
Buckeye Legislative Investigation into 
His Election Was a Partisan Farce. 


CoLumBus, O., April 27.—[Special. ]— 
Senator A. E. Kemp of the Dayton district to- 
day made reply to the insinuations of the 
Washington correspondent of the Commercial- 
Gazetie that ne had been approached during 
the United States Senatorial coatest and that 
attempts were made by the coal-oil crowd to 
bribe him in the interest of the boodlers. His 
statement was sensational, confirming the con- 
Spiracy as outlined im these dispatches last 
November to defeat the rebleotion of Senator 
John Sherman. Previous to the settlement of 
the Hamiiton County contests the Legislature 
stood 75 Republicans to 72 Democrats. A 
change of only two would have made 
the body Democratic. After counting iu al! the 
Democrats in Hamiiton County—by resorting 
to fraud, force, and forgery—word was sent 
from Cincinnati to the Democratic State Com- 
mittee in this city to capture all the close 
counties. Accordingly the tally beet forgery 
at Columbus was perpetrated to count in two 
Democratic Representatives. Agents were 
sent with boodle to Hardin, Vinton, Stark, and 
other ‘counties to manipulate the returns. 
After this failed and certificates of election 
were issued by which Republicans Had three 
majority on joint ballot, the road agents were 
kept in the fleid to purchase Republican mem- 
bers if possible. An offer was made to Repre- 
sentative Stewart of Muskingum in November 
of $5,000 just for resigning, and attempts to de- 
bauch Senator Fassett of Mahoning and Repre- 
sentative Haley of Cuyahoga were 
made. This afternoon Senator Kemp rose 
to the question of privilege. After reciting 
the statement made in the Commercial-Gazette 
that an attempt had been made to purchase 
his vote just before the Senatorial balloting he 
said that last fall soon after he bad received 
‘bis certificate of election to the office of State 
Senator an acquaintance, a Democrat, drove 
out to his home in Dayton and said that 
there was money enough for me in my office 
to buy a good Montgomery County farm. I 
asked him what service I would be expected to 
perform. His answer was that all I bad to do 
was to refuse to vote for Jobn Sberman 
tor United States Senator, The inter- 
view ended without my indicating to 
bim what I would or would not do.“ 

nator Kemp stated that he was not then 
ready to stultify bimself and mortify bis 
friends by selling his birthright for a miser- 
able mess of pottage. It had been his in- 
tention never to mention the episode except 
two contingencies arose. He held the matter 
in reserve to do Mr. Sherman signal service at 
acritical moment should the coaspiracy be 
followed up, but greatly to we General As- 
sembiy’s credit this crisis did not arise.

The Payne Senatorial Investigating Com- 
mittee’s Report Submitted te the United 
States Senate. 

Wasninaton, D. C., April 27.—The Chair 
laid before the Senate today a communication 
from the Cierk of the House of Representa- 
tives of the State of Ohio, transmitting a tran- 
script of testimony taken by a committee of 
that House and the report ot the same com- 
mittee on the subject of charges against the 
official integrity of certain members of that 
House in connection with the election of the 
Hon. Henry B. Payne as United States Senator. 
Mr. Payne at once rose and said: 

“Mr. PRESIDENT: No formal motion is re- 
quired, I believe, to send these papers to the 
Committee on Privileges and Elections, I de- 
sire to be considered as making such motion if 
it is required, and to couple with it the request 
that the minority report may take the same 
course, a copy of which I submit. With this 
formal disposition of the matter I am at pres- 
ent content, but desire to make a short state- 
ment to accompany the papers into tae hands 
of the committee. A Democratic caucus for 
the nomination of a candidate for United States 
Senator was convened at Columbus the even- 
ing of Jan. 8, 1884. Iwas not in attendance, 
but witbout doubt the contest was beated and 
bitter. The result of the first ballot was as 
follows: Booth, 1; Pendleton, 15; Ward, 17; 
Payne, 46; being a majority for the successful 
candidate of 13 over all. The papers submitted 
embody the result of an investigation into this 
canvass, conducted secretly for more than 
three months by a committee of the House of 
Representatives of the State of Ohio.“

LOOTING A PASSENGER-TRAIN. 


Three Robbers Raid Illinois Central Cars 
at Cairo, and Two Are Afterward Capt- 
ured. 

Cairo, III., April 27.—[Special.]}—This morn- 
ing at 1 o'clock the south-bound passenger- 
train on the Lilinois Central while at Incline 
was boarded by three men, who began shout- 
ing and crowding the passengers, occasioning 
great confusion. The report of a pistol 
through the car added to the confusion of the 
scene. During the excitemeut P. 8. Brown of 
Ballard County, Kentucky, was knocked down 
and robbed of $65, while State's-Attorney 
Charles Thomas of Ballard County was knocked 
down and beaten with brass knuckles, 
losing considerable biood, but not being 
seriously injured. Brown returned an 
hour later on the transfer boat, and with 
officers soon picked up two strangers asleep in 
a saloon on the levee, who were at once identi- 
fied as the parties. They were placed in jail 
and the money belonging to Brown found upon 
them. They offcred the officers $150 to permit 
them to escape. Burgiars’ tools were 
also found upon them. At a pre- 
liminary examination this afternoon 
both were held in $500 bonds. The prisoners 
are thought to belong toa gang in the wake 
of a circus which exhibited here yesterday. 
The prisoners gave their names as H. G. Miller 
and Jim Winnes, altas Jim Jeff. The ringleader 
ig supposed to have escaped down the Mobile 
Road at 2 this morning. 


AN AWFUL EVENT OF THE WAR. 


It Is Recalled by a Reunion of the Surviv- 
ors of the Sultana Disaster. 

TOLEDO, O., April 27.—Many of the 786 sur- 
vivors of the Sultana, the ill-starred steamer 
whose tragic fate forms one of the saddest 
chapters of the late War, are here today ceie- 
brating the twenty-first anniversary of their 
rescue. : 

The morning of April 21, 1865, the Sultana, 
whose capacity was 376 passengers, arrived at 
Vicksburg from New Orleans, having on board 
passengers and crew to the number of 100. 
While there she was boarded by 1,996 Federal 
soldiers and thirty-five officers, just released 
from Andersonvilie and Cahawba Prisons, 
making a total of 2,141—six times her capacity. 
At 2:30 a. m. April 27. just opposit Tagie- 
man’s Landing, eight miles above Mempbis, 
suddenly and without any warning the steamer 
exploded ber hpilers with terrific force and in 
a few minutes bad burned to the water's edze. 
The scene that followed was horrible, and 2,141 
victims of the disaster, maimed or scalded, 
in addition to battie wounds, were borne 
down by tne tide, whose rapid current was 
strewn with the bodies of the dead and dying, 
and of but few apparently uninjured.

FIRST AGGRESSIVE ACTION ON THE 
PART OF MANUFACTURERS. 


The Boot and Shoe Men Get Together and 
Combine Against Eight Hours’ Work 
with Ten Hours’ Pay—An Important 
Meeting—What Some of the Large Em- 
ployers of Labor Have to Say on This 
All-Absorbing Topic. 

The first important defensive action of 
employers of labor against the efgbt-bour 
movement took place last evening, when 
the boot and shoe manufacturers of 
the West organized into an active 
sssociation and uvanimously resolved to 
refuse the demand of ten hours’ pay for eight 
bours’ work and to pay no higher wages than 
the scale paid by Eastern manufacturers. The 
meeting was held at the Sherman and lasted 
three and a balf hours. Every wholesale manu- 
facturer in the city was represented; also every 
manufacturer in Milwaukee with one excep- 
tion; and representatives were also present 
from Lafayette, Ind., Beloit, Wis., Janesville, 
Wis., and other smaller places. Letters were 
also received from Northwestern manufact- 
erers who were upable to attend prom- 
ising to support the action of . the 
meeting. The meeting organized under 
the name of the Western Boot and Shoe Manu- 
facturers’ Association, and appointed the folk 
lowing as permanent officers: President. 
Charles H. Schwab of Selz, Schwab & Co., Chi- 
cago; Vice-Presidents, George W. Ludlow of 


George W. Ludlow & Co., Chicago, and George 


L. Beals of Milwaukee: Secretary, Ralph 
W. Grover of Grover, Dike 4 Co., Chicago. 
The object of the association was briefly de- 
fined as the mutual protection of the boot and 
shoe manufacturing interests of the West. A 
delegation from the Boot, Shoe & Trimming 
Cutters’ Assembly was admitted. M. G. 
Houren, as spokesman of the delegation, 
sald that the delegates bad been instructed to 
inform the manufacturers that the assembiy 
favored the eight-hour movement, but would 
not submit to any reduction in wages. 
speaker undersiood that the cutters were paid 
higher wages in the East, and this reduction in 
time of labor would equalize the scale of pay- 
ment. The aesembiy, he added, had also been 
informed that we Cincinnati cutters would 
demand a scale of $16, $18, and $20 per 
week May 1. President Schwab asked 1 
the delegation was prepared to state 
what the Cincinnati outters would do 
ifj[the Cincinnati manufacturers refused the de- 
mand. Mr. Houren could not say, but was 
prepared to say empbaticaily that the Chicano 
cutters would not accept less wages than they 
were now getting. Mr. Schwab said that 
his firm was willing to have shorter 
hours, but would not pay ten hours’ wages 
for eight hours’ work. Some of his cutters 
earned $20 a week at preseut, and to reduce 
the time to eight hours would be equivalent to 
paying them $24. The delegation then retired 
to put its demand in writing, and returned with 
the following: 

The Boot, Shoe, and Trimming Cutters’ Assem- 
bly. of Chicago are unanimously opposed to any 
reduction in the present wages, and insist on eight 
hours as a Guy’s work. 

The delegation again retired. The question 
was then put to each manufacturer and repre- 
sentative preset: “Can you afford to pay 
ten-bours’ wages for tight-hours’ work?” The 
result was a unanimous teply in the negative. 
Some discussion ensued in which it was 
clearly shown that Western manufacturers 
could not pay higher wages than their Eastern 
competitors without serlowS “injury to the 
Western trade, the margin of profits being at 
present too narrow to bear any handicap what- 
ever. The following was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That the members of the Western Boot 
& Shoe Manufacturers’ Association upanimousiy 
agree to adopt the same scale of wages for the 
game classes and amount of work and sadie num- 
bers of hours for a day’s work that is adopted and 
becomes general in the Kast. 

The delegation was then called in and in- 
formed of the decision, and the meeting ad- 
journed. 

At a conference held last week between the 
Chicago manufacturers and the union dele 
gates the latter demanded that the hours of 
labor be reduced from ten to eight, beginning 


May 1. The manufacturers offered to 
reduce the bours as requested on 
condition that the wages of those 


working by the week be proportionutely re- 
duced. The delegates demanded that the 
wages remaiu unchanged, and the conference 
adjourned without coming any nearer an 
agreement. Last evening’s meeting and organ- 
ization were then decided on by the manu- 
facturers. Fully half the working sboemakers 
are paid by the piece system; but this only 
adds to the difficulty of an agreement. The 
employers claim that the weekly wages are the 
basis of piece rates, and that although the 
„piece workmen would make it appear that 
the eight-hour rule would reduce their wages 
20 per cent, the demand, as affecting the 
whole trade, is practically for ten hours’ 
wages for eight hours“ work. 

Although no formal demand has been made 
on the lumbermen, it is most probable they 
will reduce the hours to eight, but as for pay- 
ing ten hours’ pay—that, they say, is out of 
the question. It seems that one firm watcbes 
what the rest will do, depending on tne action 
of the others for its own. 

Mr. A. J. Schulz of the firmof C. B. Flinn & 
Co. said the eight-hour system wouldn't affect 
them as they paid their employés by the 
hour. They employed 100 men in the busy 
season, and would take the same position 
the others adopted. They have given the 
question no consideration. A tew days ago 
a number of their employés called at the office 
and requested that the firm continue to work 
ten hours per day. The men in these yards 
are Intelligent and sober, the firm employing 
no men who drink. “They know we can’t at- 
ford to pay ten hours’ wages for eight hours’ 
work, and they don’t expect us to dot.“ The 
work of lumder-yard laborers. does not 
average the year round more than 
eight bours per day, the men only working 
about six hours during the winter. Out of 
about 120 dealers, continued Mr. Schulz, 
there are not twenty who can say they have 
made a good, fair rate of interest on the cap- 
ital invested in this business. I suppose that 
if the others should decide on ten hours’ pay 
for eignt hours’ work we sbouid have to also, 
although I don’t see how. We can't raise the 
prices. Chicago is labormg very bard to get 
ria of her lumber at present prices, and any 
increase would prove extremely disastrous. 
There are lots of lumber-dealers—I believe ten 
—who are going out of business on account of 
the competition annihilating the profits. Deal- 
ers will have to come up with prices or shut up 
the works, and I don’t think they can do the 
former. But we don’t expect any demand for 
ten bours’ pay for a third of a day, and I don't 
believe the workmen will be so uureasonabie 
in any of the shops as to demand it—at least 
they won't in our shop.“ 

Mr. Felix Lang is also waiting for develop- 
ments. He thinks it wouid be wise and proper 
to arbitrate the matter by nine hours’ work for 
present pay. The mill-owners, be said, 
**had a meeting Safurday night, dut no action 
was taken in regard to the eight-hour system. 
Our future plans depend on the action of the 
lumbermen. Not one of us knows what be is 
gotng to do, and we have made no prepara- 
tions to meet any demand of that kind. There 
has been no money in this business the 
last year, and we can do our wore in 
eight hours easily and pay our men by the 
hour. But as a matter of fact we can't pay 
even a2 per cent increase on wages without 
getting a corresponding increase for our work, 
and this is impossiole unless all the firms work 
together.” 

J. K. Russell, the planing-mili man, em- 
ploys about 250 men in the pianing-mill busi- 
ness. K. T. Russell said that if their men in- 
sisted upon ten bours’ pay for eight bours’ 
work operations wotrld be closed down. ‘* The 
brisk competition and the low prices prevail- 
ing compel us to Work upon the closest pos- 
sible margins, and if our men should try 
to force us to pay present wages 
for ove-fifth less work we couldn't compete 
with outside or country mills and would there- 
fore be driven out ot business. Our men are 
all satisfied, but if they are driven into making 
this demand upon us we'll pay up in full 
Saturday night and close dows, g our 
position, aud under the circumstances we'll 
stand by it. Weare satisfied to let our men 


work eight hours provided they'll take eight | 


hours pay. We don't wish to grant this much 
even, but if it comes of course we will con- 
tinue runnmg on that basis.” 

Mr. Ketcham of Ketcham, Rothschild & Co., 
manufacturers of parior furniture, Nos. 18 and 
20 Van Buren street, said: It the men insist 
on their demands we'll shut down. That's 
there’s to it. We are paying at 
bigh wages as we can, considerimg the state 


— 


trade, and ten hours pay for eight. hours“ 
work will simply ruin the furniture busi- 
ness bere. Our men can quit tomorrow 
if they like. We'll never pay them 
in the present state of affairs ten hours’ pay 
for eigut hours’ work. To tell the truth, we 
can’t exist under the demands of this labor or- 
ganization. It would be suicide for us to raise 
the prices of our goods when there is no simi- 
lar movement in any other eity.“ 

C. C. Holton, Nos. 226 and 228 Wabash ave- 
nue, summarized the situation in the following 
words:. “Ali the leading employers of iabor 
in our business are practicaily a unit 
in the determination to resist the demands 
of the workmen. My men are all get- 
ting good wages, and I consider the demand 
outrageous. It simply means to those em- 
ployed on days wage an increase of 25 per 
cent. We were perfectiy willing to have of- 
fered some such concession as an advance of 
10 per cent, but the union committee repuised 
us, and said that nothing short of tea bours’ 
pay for eight bours’ work wouid be listened 


to. Monday is our pay-aay, and I believe | 
that all our men will then g0 out. 
In my opinion the whole affair 


will blow over in about a week. Tue prices of 
goods could not be raised without serious loss 
and, perbaps, ruination until uniformity is 
secured ali over the country. 2 

A. H. Andrews of A. H. Andrews & Co., 
corner of Adams street and Wabash avenue, 
said: *“* My men have notified me of their in- 
ton tions, but 1 decline to talk until I've had a 
conference with them tomorrow evening. I've 
rather prejudiced them and stirred them up 
already, but since they ali returned to work 
Saturday I wish to say nothing that may en- 
gender any iil-fee!ing.”’ 

A. E. Dickerman of the American Desk & 
Stool Company, No. 270 Wabash avenue, says 
that to give ten hours pay for eight hours’ 
work n impossibility. ‘**I've been talking 
with my men, and they don’t want it. They 
want to work ten bours for ten bours’ pay. I 
don’t anticipate any trouble, but of course 
willdo what others do. At present, when 
sales are booming, anything that will inter- 
rupt the flow of business will bea dire calamity 
to the trade. a 

One ot the members of the firm of Fraser & 
Chalmers, manufacturers of machinery, said: 
“it would be simply impossible to give the 
men ten bours’ pay for eight bours’ work, as 
the business is conducted on a very close 
margin, much closer in fact than the prac- 
tical increase in pay a coucession to 


this demand would entail. It would 
wipe out all margins and leave 
nothing but loss for the employer. Our 


men thus tar have only asked for eight hours’ 
work at the rate of eight hours’ pay, and we 
would be forced to close down if the men in- 
sisted on ten bours’ pay for eigbt hours’ work. 
We employ about 450 men, most of whom are 
skilled workmen, and are engaged in the man- 
ufacture of mining machinery of all kinds. 
We are inclined to think if our men de- 
mand this thing it will be because they 
are forced into the current by the strong senti- 
ment of their fellow-workingmen, and not for 
the reason that they are at present dissatisfied 
with their wages or their hours of labor.“ 

W. H. Weber, the Secretary of the Weber 
Wagon Company, said it would be simply im- 

ible to continue work if the men want ten 
ours’ pay for eight hours’ work, and that his 
company would close down and await results 
before compliance. About 200 mep are em- 
plosed by the company, and this number 
would be increased about 33 per cent it there 
was any certainty about the outcome of the 
eight-hour movement. 

The Secretary of the Wolff Manufacturing 
Company, Mr. J. Clifford, thought it somewhat 
premature to speak about thy eight-bour 
movement, as the men as an organized body 
had made no demands upon the company as 
yet. He said he didn’t think his 400 men 
would make the ridiculous demand of wanting 
ten bours’ pay for eight hours’ work, but if 
they did the proposition wouldn't be considered, ' 
and if they were to insist the closing of the 
establishment would follow. We are natural 
ly opposed to the eight-hour movement, recog- 
nizing the fact that it is not in the interest 
of the workingman, nor do we like the idea of 
the earning capacity of our establishment de- 
ing cut down 20 per Cent; that is, we don't want

no „f ours. 1 do not under 
st eight-hour movement is being 
as enefgetically pushed iu the East in the 


brass goods manufacturers’ line as it is in 
most of the lines of trade in the West. This 
may be accounted for by the fact that men for 
the mechanical trades are in more abundance’ 
there than in the West, and this out here be- 
gets a greatér spirit of independence. We 
think a dollar will go farther out West 
to provide for the necessities of 
a working man than it will East, 
and they are easier to get, also. The obliga- 
ons, then, are not binding on the working- 
mau to keep his position, or to keep in bar- 
mony with bis employer, and probably bis 
condition is easier in the West, a fact that bas 
a tendency to make him more spirited and ag- 
gressive in pushing’ bis demands.“ 


SHOUTING FOR JEFF DAVIS, 


The President of the Late Confederate 
States Goes to Montgomery to Make a 
Speech and Is Warmly Receives—A Re- 
markable Demonstration. 

MonxTa@omery, Ala., April 27.—Jefferson 
Davis left his bome at Beauvoir, Miss.,.accom- 
panied by his youngest daughter, at 11 o’clock 
this morning. They were in a special car in 
charge of a committee of citizens of Mont- 
gomery who went to escort them. The arrival 
at every station was the signal for a demon- 
stration. At the stopping-places between 
this city and Mobile great crowds gath- 
ered, the local militia companies fired 
salutes, children waved handkerchiefs and 
shouted, and all preased to the car to shake the 
hand of the man who led the cause of the 
South during the war-times. Many one-legged 
and one-armed soldiers were waiting to see 
him, and all bad shouts of welcome. Mr. 
Davis stood or sat at the rear of the car. 
was too feebie to speak, but gave a bearty 
hand-shake to ail. The train reached here at 8 
o'clock tonight. The scene bas never been 
equaled, and eclipsed the inaugural reception 
in 1861. Houses were illuminated, freworks 
brightened the heavens, artillery boomed, and 
a dozen bands played, while the shouts of 
thousands mingled with the roar and added to 
its volume. The local military companies and 
Gov. O'Neal and staff were at the depot to re- 
ceive Mr. Davis. It was difficult for the car- 
riage in which he sat, which was drawn by 
four white horses, to make its way 
through the surging mass of bumanity that 
blocked the streets. All this despite rain from 
above and the mud beneath. Arrived at the 
Exchange Hotel shout after shout greeted bis 
entrance. The reception was the grandest of 
bis life. The decorations on houses are elab- 
orate, and the United States fiag floats 
from every window. Mr. Davis’ special car 
was handsumely draped and National ensigns 
were conspicuous. Gen. J. B. Gordon from 
Atlanta arrived shortiy before Mr. Davis, and 
was received at the depot by the military. An 
escort of survivors of nis old Sixth Alabama 
Regiment met bim a few miles from the city. 
He was welcomed on bis arrival in a speech by 
Ald, Watts, Acting Mayor. Gen. Gordon re- 
plied in a speech, brief, but pointed and elo- 
quent. The demonstration over bim was 
hearty and _ heartfelt. Mr. Davis re- 
tired at an eariy hour. His health is 
good, but he is not strong. The feeling shown 
him today greatly touched him, as it is the 
first expression of any consequence since the 
close of the War. His speech tomorrow will 
be short. The city is full of strangers, and 
thousands more will arrive during the night 
and early in the morning. The occasion is a 
lecture by bim and an address by Gen. Gor- 
don in aid of the monument to be erected here 
to the soldiers of Alabama who fell in the War.

The next paper was by Col. Charles F. Milis, 
Secretary of the State Board of Agriculture, 
on Road Legislation.“ The road laws of the 
State, said Col. Mills, meet nearly every 
emergency that can be imagined, and the of- 
ficers charged with the execution of the same 
are rot entirely blameless for the apparent 
neglect of duties which, if performed sccord- 
ing to the spirit of the law. would work a revo- 
lution in road improvement in many iocalities 
in the State. In secuons of the State where 
an abundant supply of gravel or macadam 
can be at nominal cost there 
can be no excuse for bad roads. 
The great improvement of the roads, resuiting 
from the use of tile, even in the black prairie 
and sticky soils, bas induced Commussioners to 
use large quantities of ile for this purpose. 
The advocates of the use of tile in the con- 
struction of roads are/increasing rapidly ia 
townships where extended experience has con- 
firmed the many advantages claimed for the 
drained roads. The recentiy-enacted laws con- 
cerning drainage and the highways- make pro- 
vision for the use of drain-tile in the improve- 
ment of the public roads. Highway Commis- 
sioners that fully appreciate the fact that the 
first principle in the construction of roads is 


perfect drainage need no encouragement to 


invest liberally in the purchase of tile. The 
section of the law giving Highway Commission- 
ers authority to use tile in the construction of 
roads bas not received the cunsideration its 
importance demands, and the attenuon of the 
convention was especially called to it, It 
reads as follows: : 

The Commissioners may in their discretion cause 
the road to be constructed wholly of earth and by 
u thorough system of tile and other drainage, 
when gravel, stone, and other material cannot be 
obtained at a cost within the means in the hands of 
the Commissioners. 

Thé road law also provides for levying a tax 
for the purpose of constrocting and mainotam- 
ing gravel, rock, macadam, or other bard roads. 
It will be seen that there is no lack of legisia- 
tion necessary to enable the Commissioners to 
levy funds for the proper construction of 
gravel or other bard roads when the material 
can be economically obtained, and where good 
results can be secured by the use of tile the 
authority is given the Commissioners to adopt 
a thorough system of tile and other drainage 
in the construction of the roads. 

The principal difficulty in the way of ime 
proved roads appears to be i= the lack of ex- 
ecution of existing road laws and deriving 
therefrom the benefits intended by the | 
lature. In the opinion of Col. Mills there 
sbould be a law enacted providing tor the ap- 
pointment of a County Superintendent of 
Highways by the Board of Supervisers in each 
county under township organization and by 
the County Commissioners in counties not un- 
der township orguntzation. A sufficient an- 
nual salary should be given this officer to com- 
mand the necessary qualifications for the posi- 
tion and insure bis constant services in aiding 
the Highway Commissioners in each town- 
ship in the improvement of the 
rouds and bridges in the county. 

The County Superintendent of Highways 
should be competent to survey routes for new 
roads, run levels for tile and open ditcbes, 
make plans, specifications, and estimates nec- 
essary in contracting for grading, building 
bridges, as well as the construction of dirt, 
gravel, rock, macadam, or other roads. This 
official should retain his position during tne 
continuance of faithful service. and the ma-

He Expresses His Views with Considerable 
Freedom as to Those Who Are Endeavor- 
ing to Break Down the Monopoly—An- 
other River and Harbor Wrangle—inter- 

‘State Commerce Talk—The Retiring 

Cnͤinese Minister Pays His Respects to the 

President. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 27.—Wiliam H. 
Forbes, President of the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany; was examined by the Telephone Invest! 
gating Committee today. Witness did not 
know that any officer of the Government or 
member of Congress had been connected with 
the original companies cr had stock at the 
present timg in the National Bell Company. 
The stock list showed Mr. Rantiey’s name as 6 
stockholder, That was several years ago, and 
he was no longer a stockbolder. Secretary 
Manning, who held stock in the Troy Company, 
was the only Government officer he knew of 
who held the local stock. Witness said that no 
newspupers owned stock in the Bell Company, 
and the company owned no newspaper interest 
that he knew of. Mr. Ranney inquiredif any 
member of Congress represented his company 
as attorney. The witness replied that Mr. Pat- 
rick Collins bad been retained several years 
ago to lock after certain matters and bad been 
consulted several times since. Mr. Rauney 
was anxious to ascertain if he (Ranney) bad 
been attorney for the Bell Company or had 
been consuited directly or indirectly. The 
witness replied in the negative. The examina- 
tion was then directed by Chairman Boyle 
toward the interview the witness bad had with 
the President. The witness said that, under- 
standing that the Government proposed to 
pring suit against the Bell Company, he 
had thought it proper to state to the 
President the facts as he understood 
them. “We thought the President 
was proposing to take an unusual course to 
bring suit against the company. The Beil 
lawyers bad expressed the opinion that there 
was no authority for such asuit. Then it had 
been proposed to bring the suit in a remote 
part of the couutry. Those facts 1 bad under- 
taken to lay before the President. I sought to 
let the President understand the facts as I un- 
derstood them and our view.” He went on to 
say that he had presented to the President a 
statement of the question of jurisdiction. He 
bad pointed out to him that the suit about to 
come up in the. Supreme Court would 
be decided before the Government suit 
could be beard. He had pointed out 
to the President that it wes the 
manifest intention of the Pan-Electric asso- 
ciates to secure a delay—not to get the Bell pa- 
tents tried, but to leave them untried—and he 
thought the Government ought not to lend its 
name to a scheme of that sort. He showed 
that the pendency of a Government suit would 
be used to affect the proceedings in other 
courts—that they would be asked to grant 
stays in injunction proceedings during a long 
and tedious litigation in the name of the Gov- 
ernment. He had quoted Messrs. Storrow and 
Dickerson, who were in New Orleans, in ex- 
pressing their belief that te same game was 
about to be tried betore Judge Pardee there. 
“T explained the motive of that whole gang, 
so that he might understand it, for I wanted 
him to know what the Government’s 
name wae to be used for,” exclaimed 
the witness. He had held that the il 
company should not be subjected to a long 
and tedious litigation; and it would insist that 


it could not be sued outside of Massachusetts. 


He had asked that the scope of the inquiry be 
carefully considered before the Government 
entered into such a plan as the one proposed. 

Isa that an attempt was being made to in- 
fluence persons associated with the Administra- 
tiop to use the name of the Government 
against us and thie President did not appear to 
understand the justice or the injustice of the 
proceeding,” 

The Chairman--Did you discuss the conduct of 
the Attorney-General or make any allusion to it? 

The witness—Simply to state that an attempt 
was being made to use Government officers near 
the Administration in the interest f one of the 
parties to the suit, and that a great deal would be 
gained if they were allowed to have no voice in the 
suit. 0 

The Chalrman— ou think there was no authority 
for the use of the Government's name? 

The witness—1 think it was an outrage. 

Mr. Hanback inquired the nature of the 
President's reply to the statements made to 
bim, but the witness, while. signifying his 
readipess to repeat the President's remarks, 
expressed a desire to be excused on the 
grounds of impropriety, and the committee did 
not press the question. In conclusion, a tele- 
gram was read showing that Mr. Ranney bad 
held the stock registered in his name only in 
trust, ana none in his own right. 
Tomorrow it is expected that Prof. Bell will be 
put upon the stand. 

The River and Harbor Bill. 
When the House today took up the River and 


| Harbor bill the paragrapt accept mi from the 


State of Ohiothe Muskingum River improve- 
ment gave rise to much opposition, and Reagan 
of Texas moved to strike it from the bill. Hew- 
ittof New York supported the motion. The 
Government, nes id, was becoming the dump- 
ing-ground of all the unprofitable enterprises 
of the several States. The States were trying 
to shift the cost of the maintenance of local 
enterprises to the broad shoulders of the peo- 
pie of the country. He was utterly opposed to 
such a proposition. Mr. Willis of Kentucky 
said that the question of free transportation 
was the question of the bour, and if by an ap- 
propriation of $20,000 the United States 
could free the commerce of the Muskingum 
River be could not see the dreadful results. 
Henderson of Illinois opposed the motion. An- 
derson of Kansas spoke in favor of an amenda- 
ment (which was ruled out on a point of order) 
looking to the acquisition by the United States 
of the Erie Canal. Breckinridge of Arkansas 
agreed with Hewitt in saying that ali taxes 
were burdens upon the people. But the tax 
on the productions of the people which sup- 
plied the coffers of the Federal Government 
was no more a burden than the tax on their 
commercé. If the $300,000,000 gathered from 
them to. support the Government was a 
burden, how great must be the burden of 
$600,000,000 which they paid to corvorations. 
Mr. Hepburn of Iowa thought that the appro- 
priauons in the pending bi would have littie 
effect in bringing distress or relief to the coun- 
try. One of the causes for the distress was 
the fact that the people were afraid of those 
who were nowin authority. There had been 
so much of promise and so little of performance 
on the part of the Democratic party that the 
people iooked to the future with distrust. To 
enumerate afew of its piedges: The people 
had been told. especialiy by bis colleague (Mr. 
Weaver), that heretotore the Government had 
been run in the interest of men of wealth and 
great corporations, but that now the people were 
to be conserved in their interests. As a proof 
of this the gentieman had called attention to 
the fact that the President sympathized with 
the settlers on the frontier who were standing 
around the Territory of Oxlaboma, that the 
monopolies were in there under the rule of the 
Repubiican party, and that now they were to 
be turned out and the settlers were to go in. 
A few days ago bis colleague bad been com- 
pelled to say, with humiliation in bis manner, 
that all ot these loud-sounding promises had 
been untrue; that the settlers were stili stand- 
ing outside, looking into the land of promise, 
from whieh Presidential orders prevented 
their entering. The peopie had been 
told that the volume of currency 
was to beenlarged; but, instead of thar, be- 
ore the President sad taken his seat de had 
recommended that the silver branch of the 
currency sbould be stricken down. Not con- 
tent with that, in the very first report made by 
the Secretary of the Treasury that officer had 
recommended that ali the greenbacks shouid 
be destroyed.

The fight on the 
few words which Mr. Cumden bad moved to 
strike out (“from the same point of 
departure”) showed that the object 
was to keep up the _ privilege of 
making heavy charges from local points 
and making discrimination against points in 
Ohio, Indiana, and West Virginia, and all in- 
terior intermediate points Mr. Miller op- 
posed the umendment and Mr. Harris and Mr.

HELENA MAY BE FLOODED. 


A Break in the Levee Puts Part of the City 
Under Water—The Situation Uncertain. 
HxLxNA, Ark., April 27.—/Special.|—At 4 
o'clock this evening, while a tug was landing 
a coal-barge filled with dirt near the fair- 
ground, about a mile north of Helena, 


the levee gave way, forming at 
once a crevasse fifty feet wide. It widened 
rapidly, and in three bours the whole of North 
Helena, from the river westward to the hills, 
and from the Walker street levee nortbward to 
the creek, occupied mostiy by small dwelling 
and tenement-houses, was flooded to the depth 
of six teet. When tae water reached 
the top of the Walker street protec- 
tion levee, the levee on the riverfront 
was cut, and the water at 8 p. m. began run- 
ning back into the river. The Walker street 
levee runs east and west from the river to the 
hilis, and protects Helena proper, It is strove 
and well sodded, and there ‘ no reasonabie 
fear of it breaking. 10% break in 
the river levee had been expected all day, and 
there will be no damage other than from the 
water standing in the bouses. The people will 
be greatly inconvenienced until the water sub- 
sides, but ample provision can be made for those 
compelied to move out. The three breaks south 
of Helena-continue to pour an increasing vol- 
une of water over the bottom-lands, and fully 
one-half of the land in cultivation from Heiena 
to Laconia Circle, fifty miles south of here, 
will be submerged, even if no other breaks oc- 
cur. The backwater from the present breaks 
will not affect the town to any extent, and un- 
less other breaks Occur on the river-front or 
nearer the town on the south it will be safe. 
The river continues to rise.

There 
Was a pronounced antagonism between labor 
and capital, he urged, and be did not want the 
Chamber of Commerce to get between the 
two and suffer from beme squeezed. 

Elliott F. Shepard suggested that the Court 
of Arbitration sbould be brought to National 
attention, 

Mr. Gustav Schwab said with energy that 
filled the long room with applause: ‘* My 
only objection to the resolutions is that 
they do not go far enough—are not 
strong enough. What we want to do is to 
strengthen the hands of the law, of the guard- 
jans of the law, and make them perform their 
duty. It is all well to talk arbitration, arbitra- 
tion, arbitration, but I tell you that men 
who make disturbances against 
public peace are not ready for 
trauon.

A meeting of 
Reliance Assembly, Knights of Labor. will be 
held Thursday night, at which time Mr. Allis’ 
action will be discussed. 

The furniture factories of Mathews Bros., 
Oldenberg Furniture Company, W. S. Seamans 
& Co., Milwaukee Furniture Company, Conway 
Manufacturing Company, and several smaller 
establishments were closed down today in con- 
sequence of a strike by the cabinetmakers, 
finishers, and carvers for an adoption of the 
eight-hour rule, wages to remain as at present 
for ten hours. The proprietors announce in 
positive terms that they cannot compete with 
outside establishments if they grant the de- 
mands of the men, and the latter are equally 
as determined to remain out until they have 
curried their point. Between 300 and 400 men 
are out on the strike, and a large number of 
employés about the different shops are thrown 
out of employment. 

The striking clothing-cutters have refused 
the compromise offer made by the manufac- 
turers—ten hours’ pay for nine hours’ work, or 
nine bourse’ pay for eight hours’ work. Mr.

The Dose at St. Louls—More Men Working in 
the Missouri Car-Shops—Other Labor Trou- 
bles in the Missouri Metropolis.

AN UNPARALLELED CRIME 


FEARFUL MURDER AND OUTRAGE IN 
SEWARD COUNTY, KANSAS. 


A Half-Witted German Takes Advantage of 


His Benefactor’s Absence to Assault His 
Wife, Kill Her, and Horribly Maltreat 

Her— The Husband Kills Uimself—The 
Fiend Taken by Farmers, Tied to & 
Horse, and Dragged to Death. 

Topeka, Kas., April 27.—Last Saturday the 
wife of Jacob Freimuth, a homesteader in Sew- 
ard County, was assaulted and murdered by 
Fritz. Rupin, a haif-witted German, 
who had been for some time enjoy- 


| ing the hospitality of the Freimuths, being 


homeless and without friends. During the 
absence of Mr. Freimuth Kypin assaulted his 
benefactor’s wife, then bound ber hand and 
foot and cut ber throat from ear to ear. He 
then secured an old, — hoe, and while the 
woman was yet writhing in the death- 
struggie he disem boweled her with 
the blunt instrument. Mrs. Freimuth 
was enceinte and when discovered the unbora 
babe lay a few feet from tne body of the 
mother, cutin two.. Mr. Freimuth returned 
Sunday, and when he discovered the muti- 
lated body of his wife be became a raving 
maniac. A neighbor in that sparsely settied 
that way 
shortly after 12 o'clock, and fouad him 
wild with frenzy, but dared not approach 
tor fear of his personal safety. He rode 
rapidly to easettiement some eight miles dis- 
tant and told the terrible tale. A party was at 
once organized and they returned to the scene 
of the outrage and found Freimuth weitering 
in his own blood. He bad killed himself with 
ashotgun. A grave was dug and the remaine 
ot the unfortunate people were buried. The 
posse then scoured the country for the mur- 
derer and found him in a small ravine several 
several miles away from the scene of bis crime, 
near the Cimarron River. A fractious horse 
was secured and saddled. One end of 
a long lariat was fastened’ around bis 
neck and the other extremity was 
attached to the pommel of the saddle. The 
horse was then started, and amid the shouting 
of the men and crack of revoivers and rifles 
the frightened animal tore madly away. After 
a run ot nearly tive miles the beast feil ex- 


hausted and the liteless body of the murderer 


was loosened as soon as the men came up. His 
head was almost severed from his body, The 
body was left lying on the prairie, uncovered. 


LABOR AND LABOR TOPICS. 


The Box Manufacturers’ Association De- 
cides Against the Adoption of the Eight- 
Hour Rule, 

At the meeting of the Box Manufacturers’ 
Association, held at the Sherman last evening, 
a committee from Local Assembly No. 3,838, 
Knights of Labor, of which most of the box- 


makers ate members, gave the reply 
of the assembly to the communication 
of the association deciining to grant 
eight hours as the day's work 
after Muy 1. The Koights repeated their re- 
quest for eight hours, saying nothing about 
the matter of wages, but in a conference be- 
tween the committee and the association after- 
ward it bec ame apparent that a demand for an 
increase would soon follow the adoption of the 
eight-hour system. Accordingly the following 
was Offered as a compromise and adopted; it 
will be acted upon by the local assembiy to- 
night: 

Resolved, That owing to the peculiar condition and 
character of our business we cannot consistently 
concede to the eight-hour ‘rule; and that, in lieu 
thereof, we agree to pay an advance of 10 per cent 


on present wages ona basis or ten hours labor, 
and otherwise run our business as therefore— 
namely: ten hours per day. 


Action of the Salt-Laborers. 

At a meeting of the Salt-Laborers’ Union, 
held last night, the following rates for the én- 
suing year were agreed upon: Forty cents per 
hour: 18 cents per ton for bulk salt, and the 
same tor railroad and  pig-iron; 26 
for the same if docked, and $1.25 
per 100 for barrel salt. As these rates were 
fixed upon for a year to come nothing will be 
done by the union regarding the eight-hour 
law, thouch many of the members are ig favor 
ofit. This organization will soon beco an 
assembly of the Knights of Labor. 


Mayor Harrison Says It Was a Forgery.

Protecting the Lake-Shore Drive. 
The Lincoln Park Commissioners devoted 
three hours yesterday afternoon to the con- 
sideration of plans for the protection of the 


Lake-Shore drive. About a dozen were 
presented, but it was finally decided 
to agree upon that recom mended 
by Maj. Hanbury, United States 
Engineer, which is practically the plan adopted 
by the Government for shore protection, and 
has the approval of City-Engineer Artingstall 
and W. L. B. Jenumgs. 4 strong 
frame-work of wood will de attached 
to the  »piling below the water and 
the intervening space filled in with Portiand 
cement and sand. Upon this huge blocks of 
concrete, eight by ten feet at the base, will be 
placed to form a sea-wall about ten feet iv 
hight, with seven feet above water. Inside 
this sea-wal) there will be a stone sidewalk 
running parallel with the shore. A protection 
of chis sort will be constructed from Bellevue 
place to North avenue, & distance of 3,000 feet, 
and about one-third of the work will be done 
this season. The work will he 
commenced as soon as the weather 
will permit the concrete to be made and every- 
thing done under the supervision of the board. 
Work on the stretch of 2,000 feet north of 
North avenue will also be commenced at once. 
Here there will be driven a close row of 
piling and ‘about eight feet inside of 
this another row, the space between 
to be filled with bark. It is the inteution in 
the course of two or three years to add the 
concrete and cement, making this stretch pre- 
cisely like that south of North avenue. There 
will be a concourse or semicircular sea-wall 
opposit North avenue. About $75,000 will be 
expended this year on the work.

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CIVIL LAW FOR CONSPIRATORS AND 
BOYCOTTERS, 

The courage ot the New York mobbing 
strikers and boycotters is beginning to grow 
faint as the ringleaders find themselves in 
the clutch of the law. A few days ago a 
general *‘ tie-up” was threatened on all the 
street-car lines, and the carmen’s associa- 
tions declared they would cut off all facilities 
for public travel inside the city and blockade 
both. the surface and elevated roads unless 
the Third avenue corporation promptly com- 
plied with the demand for the discharge of 
its non-union employés. This outrageous 
conspiracy against the public has been met 
and suppressed by prompt action on the 
part of the courts and the grand jury. 
All the roads are in full operation except 
the Third avenue, and this line runs 
a part of its cars and with the aid of a few 
more indictments and injunctions will be 
able to resume business fully in a short time. 
Some sixty of the leaders who met in secret 
conclave and ordered a blockade of public 
travel have been indicted for conspiracy and 
the most of them are already under arrest. 
Boycotting is being dealt with in the same 
vigorous fashion. Thirty boycotters were 
arrested yesterday and clapped in jail or put 
under bonds. Anxiety and uneasiness” 
prevail among the lawless strikers aud boy- 
cotters, and the prime question with many of 
them is how to escape being served with 
writs or taken in hand by the police. 


lent example in bringing the power of the 
civil authorities to bear on men who conspire 
against public interests or private right. All 
the mobbing labor demonstrations in New 
York have been met and quelled without em- 
ploying military power or firing a shot. That 
city has a police force of 3,000 powerful men 
and a large, well-drilled body of militia, to- 
gether with garrisons of regular army troops. 
It has a giant’s strength at hand to be used 
whenever the occasion may require, but in 
dealing with the recent strike conspiracies 
the authorities have ignored hot-headed de- 
mands for calling out the military and put 
the police and constables at work executing 
writs and warrants. Conspirators guilty of 
overt acts have been indicted, while the evil- 
disposed were put under the restraining 
order of the courts. 
of proceeding, such as men are accustomed to 
see every day, and it tends to cool 
rather than inflame any fever in the 
blood of the strikers. An injunction or an 
indictment does not furnish a good topic for 
flery resolutions or incendiary harangues. 
In such a case there is no bloodshed to be 
avenged; the Schwabs and the Mosts are 
without an inflammatory text, and the major 
part of the workwen themselves look on the 
enjoined or arrested leaders as men who 
played the fool” by going too far and who 
are guilty of getting others into trouble” 
and making ‘‘a bad mess” of things general- 
ly. Such is the talk already heard among 
the New York strikers. Warrants and in- 
junctions come like wet blankets on men who 
might be stirred to desperation by the blood- 
shed and violence of a military fusillade. An 
ordinary peace officer armed with a writ is 
still the best representative of law and order, 
and the common process of thé courts will 
subdue quietly a disorder which the military 
could not suppress without great loss of 
life. : 

Nearly all the States have as good laws as 
New York against conspiracy, boycotting, 
riot, ete. The statutes are ample for every 
case, and the sole need is to enforce them. 
Conspiracies to interfere with other people 
or boycotting should be taken in time and 
proceeded against by injunction and indict- 
ment, remedies that will prove prompt and 
efficacious ninety-nine cases out of a hundred. 
It as only where a disturbance has been al- 
lowed to get beyond the reach of the civil 
authorities and assume the proportions of an 
insurrection against the Government itself 
that there should be a resort to military 
power. If used promptly and vigorously 
the methods which have prevuiled among 
English-speaking people for centuries will 
still be sufficient to control the foreign-born 
Communists who are causing so much 
trouble in the United States. 


THE BUILDING TRADES. 

Reports from the brickmakers are all to 
the effect that the demand for new buildings 
is very light at present, owing to the falling 
off of demand and the cancellation of orders 
growing out of the uncertainty as to the 
future. At the very first indication of alarm 
that demand will naturally decline, for build- 
ing is something that can wait without in- 
jury. 

If the workingmen will pursue the subject 
a little further they will understand why the 
demand for building material has fallen off. 
At present no builder can estimate what 
labor will cost this season. Building is a 
sort of business that can always wait 
until estimates can be made on a 
satisfactory basis. If a man with 
$10,000, for instance, to invest in the im- 
provement of a lot can figure out a fair in- 
terest after deducting taxes, special as- 
sessments, repairs, and agent’s charges for 
care and collection, he goes ahead; but if the 
labor market is in such a condition that it 
will cost $12,000 to $14,000 to make the im- 
provements, or if he is uncertain how much 
he has got to pay, he waits until things settle 
down so that he knows just where he stands. 
The building business is always the first to 
feel times or any uncertainty in the 
market. This is the reason why the demand 
for building materials has fallen off one- 
sixth in Chicago and the commencement of 
new buildings bas stopped. This is the 
reason why in New York City business in 
this line will be practically suspended this 
summer, and why in every large city pro- 
posals are withdrawn, contracts are can- 
celed, and building is in process of suspen- 


sion until the business resumes something 
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duced him to bore holes to scuttle the vessel.

they cannot put in bids or make specifica 
tions, nor can investors tell what, if any, 
profits they can make. 

This is the condition of things in the pres- 
ent uncertainty. Should the workingmen go 
to the extent of their unreasonable demand 
of ten hours’ pay for eight hours’ work, the 
only effect will be to stop the demand alto- 
gether, and with the stoppage of that de- 
mand the manufactories must stop, of course. 
It is for workingmen to consider, therefore, 
whether it is wise for them to strike for 
short labor and an increase of wages when 
the demand is falling off, and when the fact 
stares them in the face that persistence in the 
strike will shut up the factories, for the 
simple reason that builders will come to a 
dead stop. We commend to them the follow- 
ing extract from the reply made by 125 build- 
ers to the Central Trades and Labor Union of 
Boston, which proposed to limit the demand 
for a reduction of hours and increase of wages 
to the building trades, including carpenters, 
masons, painters, decorators, ete. They say: 


There is no overstock and can be no over 
stock of the goods we produce. We simply 
work up to the demand and never beyong it. 
The great and supreme objection to the reduc 
tion of hours of labor, as far agit sball affect 
the well-being and good of all workmen in our 
lines of employment, is, in our opinion, that the 
prosperity of the country is not great enough at 
the present time to warrant such a change. For 
a number of years the margin of profits on the 
general business of the country has been small, 
and upon these profits we, as buliders, depend 
for opportunity to use our skill and labor. it 
by taking off one or two hours per day’ from 
the present accepted standard we increase the 
cost of building 10 to 20 per cent in the item of 
labor, then we work against our own interests 
as laborers, for we drive out of the market work 
that would be done but for this inereased cost. 


BISMARCK AND THE POPE. 

In the matter of his negotiations with the 
Vatican, Prince Bismarck has been accused 
of going to Canossa. The text of the official 
note from the Holy See to the Prussian 
Chargé d' Affaires at Rome, however, makes 
it appear that though the Chancellor started 
for Canossa the Pontiff met him before he 
was very far out of sight of Berlin. By the 
terms of this letter the Holy Father, for the 
sake of religious peace,” makes a very im- 
portant concession—namely: that the Bish- 
ops shall be instructed to make know the 
Prussian Government the names of eccle- 
siastics who are to be called as parish priests 
to discharge the functions of their ministry 
in such parishes as are now vacant.” The 
Pontiff even goes so far as to state that he 
will make such notifications permanent if he 
receives the assurance that the May laws 
will be revised in the near future, and only 
stipulates that the Government shall explain 
to the diocesan authorities the motives al- 
leged for the exclusion of persons when it 
believes the definitive nomination of such a 
person to be irreconcilable with public order 
because of some fact known to the Govern- 
ment and by it proved to be serious.“ 

Under the terms of this treaty of religious 
peace the church secures the restoration not 
alone of the parish priests but of the Bish- 
ops to the Prussian Catholics, and will resume 
her spiritual and educational influences in a 
region where they have long been disturbed 
and in some cases entirely interrupted, and 
will bring the fourteen millions of her com- 
municants in all Germany into closer rela- 
tions with her. On the other hand, Bis- 
marck strengthens himself with these four- 
teen millions; who are all conservative and 
anti-Socialistic, and may count upon their 
support in an emergency. The wily Chan- 
cellor knew what he was about when he 
called upon Leo XIII. to mediate in the 
Caroline Islands affair, Perhaps Leo XIII. 
also knew what he was about when he dec- 
orated his old enemy. In any event the lit- 
tle mutual admiration arrangement has 
worked well for both sides. 


THERE is much dispute over Hoxie’s claim 
that traffic has been resumed on the Missouri 
Pacific, but no one asserts that there is any 
defection among the strikers. In fact, it is 
generally conceded that the strikers are mal- 
tiplying in number, There are no deserters, 
but many recruits; and there is ample reason 
to believe that as long as funds pour in from 
the outside to support the Southwestern 
strikers in idleness their ranks will remain 
unbroken. In explaining the cost of the 
strike and the manner of maintaining the 
men J. J. McGarry, a leading man among 
the Knights of Labor at St. Louis, confessed 
his suspicion that tramps are pouring in to 
subsist on the funds supplied by the order. 
He said: 

Our men cost about a dollar a day all round 
to keep. We make a contract for boarding 
single men. We pay $3.50 a week for their 
board and give them a dollar a week for wasb- 
ing and tobacco. Men with families cost more. 
They cost from $7.50 to $8 or $9 a week. We 
bave to pay their rent, and that runs from $10 
to 812 a month. Then we pay their grocery 
bills, and they sometimes wanta little some- 
thing else. On the average the cost is about a 
dollar a man per day. Of course, the men who 
aren't Knights, but who are with us in the 
strike, get taken care of just the game. It's 
wonderful how many of them there are. By 
Jove, I believe a good many of them are 
tramps. They say they are mechanics and out 
of work. They need a job, but they don't 


want to hurt the strikers. Well, what can you 
do? You must take care of them. 


Mr. McGarry’s explanation of the sur- 
prising increase in the number of strikers is 
lucid and plausible in every particular. 
Doubtless the great body of the recruits is 
composed of tramps drawn to St, Louis by 
the tempting prospect of securing board, 
lodging, washing, liquor, and tobacco with- 
out the necessity of doing a stroke of work. 
The Knights of Labor have taken the posi- 
tion that they must support all strikers 
whether members of the order or not and 
maintain all who refuse to work on the 
Gould lines, St. Louis being the only city 
in the country where men are paid tor not 
working, it has naturally become the cyno- 
sure of every tramp. Labor of the sort 
anxious to shovel snow in July and cut hay 
in January” is now moving on St. Louis, 
and, large as are the funds which outside 
workmen are contributing for the support of 
the Southwestern strikers, they can hardly 
furnish a living for the Knights and an in- 
definit number of tramps also. Yet the posi- 
tion taken by the Knights seems to give 
them no choice but to support all the 
vagrants who can reach St. Louis. Evident- 
ly the contributions must be generous if the 
present status is to be preserved all summer, 
but at any rate St. Louis can already take 
rank as the trainps’ paradise. 


THE details of the strike at the Central 
Iron Foundry, Williamsburg, N. T., 
printed in the last issue of Tue Trisune, 
present in a butshell the effect which the 
eight-hour movement with ten hours’ pay 
will have in all lines of business. One of 
the walking delegates” of the Central 
Knights’ Union went into the foundry, 
‘““waved his hand” and the men, fifty in 
number, quit work.

the men insisted on keeping the strike wages 
up, fourteen of them had to be laid off for 
want of work. The Knights demanded that 
the fourteen men laid off should be rein- 
stated, Whereupon the proprietors had to 
close, as they had nothing for them to do. 
In effect the Knights said to the proprietors: 
„We want 10 per cent more wages, and, 
although buyers refuse to pay 10 per cent 
more for your goods, so as to enable you to 
pay the increase in wages, we must Bll be 
kept at work and fourteen of us must be 
paid for doing nothing.” This is the absurd 
position of the Knights,“ and when they 
come to make that demand universal there 
will be just the same result in other factories 
that there was in this fron foundry. And 
yet these inconsistent Knights assert that 
the reduction of hours one-fifth and the in- 
crease of wages one-fifth are going to provide 
labor for a million more men in this country! 


THe ‘organization of employers for self- 
protection still continues. Within the last 
month, in addition to the associations formed 
by the New York steam and gas material 
companies and the woolen and cotton mills of 
New England, an organization of brass-fitting 
manufacturers, embracing the heaviest com- 
panies in New York, Bridgeport, Conn., Du- 
bugue, New Haven, Haydenville, Mass., Mil- 
waukee, St. Louis, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
and Chicago, has been made, and it is already 
engaged in grappling with a strike ordered 
against one of the companies in the new 
league in a most unjust manner. The com- 
pany in question has placed the matter in 
the hands of the Executive Committee and 
they will settle the strike upon just and rea- 
sonable terms, if they ‘have to close every 
brass foundry in the United States and 
adopt the English lockoutésystem to accom- 
plish it. 

The new organizations which are now con- 
fronting the Knights of Labor are based 
upon a system of joint insurance against loss 
from disturbances by strikes. Where any 
company is compelled to close, owing to the 
injustice or unreasonable demands of its em- 
ployés, the other companies in the organiza- 


tion will contribute pro rata towards its gup- 


port while closed, exactly as the various as- 
semblies of Knights of Labor contribute to 
the support of an individual assembly while 
out on a strike. If the emergency warrants 
it they will go still turther and close up their 
concerns and see who can stand it the long- 
est. There is no other course that can be 
pursued. The workingmen, however, ought 
not to be surprised. Organized assault always 
arouses organized opposition. The Knights 
of Labor are responsible for the appearance 
on the field of the Knights of Capital. 


Some of the real tragedies of a great war 
are not infrequently forgotten. The maga- 
zines are full of accounts, by men whose 
names have become well known, of batties 
where there was flerce fighting, and where the 
loss of life was heavy, as batties go: but the 
mere struggle of two opposing bodies ot men 
is not all there is of war. There are great 
tragedies in war-time outside the battle-fleld. 
and it is usually the fate of victims of these 
outside tragedies to de forgotten. Here is 
a case in point. Who tuday remembers 
anything about the loss of a Mississippi 
steamer called the Sultana? Who remembers 
that in a moment were sacrificed the 
lives of more Union soldiers than in 
all gave .very few of the great 
battles of the Rebellion? The morning of April 
21, 1865, just as the War was ending, the Mis- 
sissippi steamer Sultana—whose capacity, ac- 
cording to the Hon. John Covode, Chairman of 
the War Committee, was 376 passengers—ar- 
rived at Vicksburg from New.Orieans having 
on board passengers and crew to the sumber 
of 100. While there she was boarded by 1,996 
Federal soldiers and thirty-five officers, just re- 
leased from Andersonville and Cahawba 
prisons, making atotalof 2,141—six times ber 
capacity. Tue soldiers were mostiy from Ohio 
and Indiana regiments. They were huddled 
together, says the account, like sheep in the 
shambles; Many of the soldiers were yet suf- 
fering from wounds received in battle, and 
most of them were sadly emaciated from star- 
vation in prison-pebs. Memphis was reached 
the 26th. After coaling the steamer pro- 
ceeded nortu ward. At 2:30 a. m. the 
27th, just opposit Tagleman’s Landing, 
eight miles above Memphis, the steamer 
exploded ber boilers, and in ai ter 
minutes bad burned to the water’s edge. The 
soene that followed was horrible, but was of 
short duration, as the glare of the burning 
steamer soon died away, while darkness more 
intense than ever settled down on the floating 
bulk and the 2.141 victims ot the disaster, who, 
maimed or scalded in addition to battle-wounds, 
were borne down by the flood. Nearly 1,400 were 
lost! In how’ few battles of the Rebellion 
were as many men killed? Not many more 
were killed outright at Shiloh; few more were 
killed at Gettysburg; and when Grant won 
his, great victory at Missionary Ridge 
only about 2,500 were left dead upon 
the field. At Waterloo—the battle 
which changed the future of nations— 
the British loss in dead did not exceed 3,000. 
Upon the Sultana nearly half that number 
went to death; and yet this horrible incident 
of a great country’s bistory has sunk almost 
into oblivion. Of all the hapless steamer's 
load of veteran soldiers but 786 escaped. The 
tragedy of a time of tragedies is but recalied 
to mind today because of a meeting of yester- 
day beld in Toledo, O0. There gathered in the 
city named a few of the survivors of the dis- 
aster ou the Mississippi in which so many 
Union soldiers found graves where no tomb- 
stones could tell even the simple story of their 
brave devotion to a noble cause and of their 
sudden dreadful death at a time when all were 
no longer doubtful but eager and exultant. 
The gathering was an unpretending one, but 
it was of men who bad passed through one of 
the most gbastly and dreadful experiences of 
one of the greatest struggies in all history. 
The tale of the Sultana has not yet been told 
by any poet. What more pitiful or striking 
theme could a poet—one whose pen might 
bave the power of that of a De Quincey—pitcn 
upon? 


THaT Ald, Hildreth should oppose the 
adoption of the report of the Hea'th Commit- 
tee of the Council in favor of having the city 
scavenger work done by contract was to be 
expected. The system under which it is done 
now is based entirely on the gangster-spoils 
plan, and it is a fruitful source of jobbery and 
extravagance. By an arrangement between 
the spoils Aldermen and the Health Depart- 
ment a certain number of scavenger teams is 
allotted to each ward, and the selection of the 
teams is one of the Aldermanic perquisits. 
The men of ** inflooence’’ in the wards who are 
team-owners are invariably given a pref- 
erence. Their teams are “put to work 
for the city,” which means that 
“the men of inflooence draw pay for 
the teams whether they are working for pri- 
vate individuals or for the city. Some months 
ago Mayor Harrison stated that under the 
present syetem the city was daily cheated out 
of large sums of money by the scavenger- 
team Owners, and that it was utterly imponssi- 
bie to prevent fraud unless there was a rad- 
ical change. The Heaith Committee bad the 
Mayor's remarks before them when the rec- 
ommendation that the work should be done by 
contract was adopted. That recommendation 
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ought to be adopted, nc 
tests and lobbying of the ward-strikers anc 
men of “inflooence” who owa teams. Hil- 
dreth’s opposition to it ought to recommend it 
to a majority of the Council. The Aldermanic 
vote on this question will be watched by the 
taxpayers and voters, and some of the Repub- 
liean Aldermen who are said to be opposed to 


a change can hardly afford to be placed “on 


the list.“

SEVERAL of the largest furniture factories 
in Milwaukee have closed on account of the 
inability of proprietors to comply with the de- 
mands of tneir empioyés for eight bours’ work 
and ten bours’ pay. If Milwaukee, with all 
her facilities for manufacturing, cannot pay 
fortwo hours’ standing-time, how are other 
cities to do it? The Oliver Bros. and Phillips 
Rolling-Mill in Pittsburg, the Marvin Safe- 
Works in New Lors, and the Abendroth Stove- 
Foundries at Port Chester have all ciosed for 
the same reason—namely: the inability to pay 
for two hours of idleness. There is but one 
thing that manufacturers can do under the cir- 
cumstances. If they cannot find the money to 
throw away on the two hours of non-produc- 
tion they must close up. There is no other re- 
source left for them. 


Tun most depressing and altogether par- 
alyzing news of the year comes from a back- 
woods county in Georgia. A mound ou the 
farm of a thoroughly respectabie agricu/turist 
was recently opened and the skeleton of a re- 
cumbent individual of a prehistoric race was 
found. This was enough. The mound was 
explored thoroughly and the skeletons of 
mound-builders galore were found, as were 
also discovered various specimens of cheap 
pottery of the days preceding the advent in 
this couptry of one Christopber Columbus.

Tur telegraph announces that the Czar of 
Russia proposes to experiment with the pro- 
duction of cotton in his dominions.

We think of 
Russia as a land of ice and snow, and here is 
the Czar acting as patron of the enterprise of 
cultivating cotton in his country. It appears 
ridiculous, this enterprise, but it may not be 
so. The domain of Russia has been pushed to 
the east and south until the beir of Peter the 
Great has in his Empire great regions where, 
so far as climatic conditions go, it seems as if 
cotton might be produced. Russia, with cot- 
ton, would shake off one of the shackles the 
rest of the worid has placed upon the cum- 
brous nation of semi-barbarians; and none 
know this better than the family of the Roman- 
offs, who have been always wise, at least in a 
material way. Of course it is an American 
who is the Czar's agent in the new enterprise. 


SEVERAL years agoa man could keep a sa- 
loon in Missouri at a charge of $52 a year, and in

The high-license 
system has wrought a most gratifying improve- 
mentin the habits of the people in Missouri—a 
more decided improvement, we suspect, than pro- 
hibition has wrought in Kansas or lowa.—St. 
Republican. 


There is no upward limit to the tax that may 
be demanded under Illinois laws. The people of 
every municipality may also have prohibition 
if they wantit, and many places are trying 
that remedy, while others have exacted as high 
as $1,000, $1,200, and in some cases $1,500 
license tax. 


A CAPITAL story is told about ex-Ald. 
Rothmann, one of the Broadway boodlers who 
has been indictea, but who has taken refuge 
in his native Germany just now. Before Roth- 
mann’s election he kept a little saloon about 
large enough to hold an ice-box, a schnapps 
barrel, a small table, a chair, and a six-foot 
bar. Soon atter the passage of the Broadway 
ordinance a safe took the place ot the small 
table. Being asked by a customer what it was 
Rothmann ingenuously replied: ‘*Dot’s vere I 
geeps de boodle.“ He was more honest about 
the matter than some of our Chicago Roth- 
manns. 

THE appointment of Editor Dowdall as 
Postmaster at Peoria is another proof of, the 
great influence which Mayor Harrison has in a 
left-hanaed way with the Cleveland Adminis- 
tration.

They have to reiy on public sentiment 
to sustain them in their demands, but public senti- 
ment will never justify a warfare of the labor or- 
ganizations againat laboring men who prefer to 
stay outside. The way to récruit isto show those 
who are hesitating that these organizations are 
doing good. By their fruits shall we know them. 
But every laborer must be left free to decide 
whether or not he will connect himself with labor 
unions.—Courier- Journal.

In less than an hour his breathing became better, 
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(meaning no other evidence except reports of 
medical examinations and the slip of Senator Cul- 
lom), you deliberately misstated a fact. tor you 
admit in another place that eleven persons had 
then sworn, and their affidavits were on file in my 


case and before the Commissioner, ‘‘that Fifer to 


their personal knowledge was totally incapaci- 
tated for the performance of manual labor.“ I 
quote your own language, 

You also Knew these affidavits were made by 
some of the best men in Illinois, who had long and 
intimate knowledge of my physi¢al condidon, and 
who knew my condition better than a surgeon 
could know it simply from a physical examination. 
You further knew this mass of proof was not be- 
fore the Bloomington Examining Board at all, but 
was proof properly taken and legitimate for the 
Commissioner to conside iin connection with the 
examiners’ report, and that he was no more bound 
by the one class of proof than by the other, both 
being sources oflight to him on whieh he is to 
judge. Five of these eleven witnesses, it may be 
added, were themselves physicians who had ex- 
amined and treated me, and ir Opinion would be 
presumably as good as that of the three Bloom- 
ington examiners in whom you had such great 
confidence that you decapitated two of them al- 
most the moment you became Commissioner. One 
of these affidavits was that of Dr. Rex, Surgeon of 
my regiment, who saw and dressed my wound 
upon the battlefield, then for the first time pro- 
duced asa witness in my case, who in his affidavit 
described my wound in these words: 

“July 12, 1863, at Jackson, Miss., he was wounded 
in dattle by a ball passing through the inferior 
lobe of the right lung, passing out through the su- 
perior portion of the liver, There was no mistake 
inthe diagnosis of this case, as when he was 
brought to the field hospital the air escaped from 
the wounded lung at every expiration, and the next 
day there was a bilious discharge from the 
wounded liver. The prognosis was very unfavor- 
able, and my opinion, as well as that of several 
surgeons who saw him, was that he would die.“ 

Now, would not any reasonable man having no 
partisan charge to make out say that the sworn 
statements of the Judges before whom I bad prac- 
ticed law and those who daily associated with me 
and actually observed the extent of my disability 
are a better class of evidence than medical exam- 
inations? If such evidence cannot legally vary the 
rating of the surgeons, why does the department 
receiveit? Would you regard the certificate of a 
surgeon that he had made physical examination of 
a person as better evidence of how fast that per- 
gon could run, or what distance be could leap, or 
how many pounds he couid lift, than the 
affidavit of a credible person not à surgeon 
who had actually seen person run, leap, and 
lift? Has your experience as a lawyer led you to 
bold scientific expert evidence based on opinion as 
better and more reliable than testimony to facts 
based on observation by the senses? If you so 
think, I have only to say that you are singular in 
that opinion among all the lawyers and Judges of 
my acquaintance. The position which you, how- 
ever, assume is not that Col. Dudley erred in judg- 
ment in weighing the evidence in my case, but that 
he corruptly violated the law in not following the 
rating of the Bloomington board, Notwithstand- 
ing my eleven affidavits to the fact, as you say, of 
‘total disability to perform manual labor you 
prefer to think the written slip of Senator Cullom 
(itself being his personal testimony in my 
case) was the sole cause of the grant- 
ing of increase, and in a spirit better 
worthy of a pirate than of an American 
soldier you put in the mean insinuation that it was 
all accomplished because I had voted for Cullom 
for Senator! The country will probably de pre- 
pared to believe thut in this matter you are apply- 
ing to both Col. Dudley and Senator Cullom your 
own standard of character, and that s contemptibie 
an insinuation could only have arisen in a mind ca- 
pabie of being actuated by the motive suggested. 
You know perfectly well there has not been a

formed forme. You yourself say in your exam- 
ination (Page 110): “iwishto be understood as 
conveying no censure whatever toward Senator 
Cullom.“ And yet you say his slip secured my in- 
crease against law! 

Now, sir, do you always follow the ratings of 
your medical examiners? The inquiry is pertinent. 
If you do invariably do -as they say, and contine 
yourself to the sole duty of signing your name 
when required and drawing your salary punctual- 
ly, don’t you think your pay of $5,000 is a trifie 
high? It, however, appears from your own testi- 
many before the committee that in a manifest 
ease you would violate the law yourself! What 
else could you have meant when you said in an- 
wer toa question by the Chairman, It is a rule 
that governs me, at least, that there must be the 
most manifest case of wrong to exceed the ratings 
that are from time to time fixed by competent 
medical authority, contemporaneous with their 
examinations.” Now, who would be the judge, pray, 
whether any case is a ‘“‘manifest ease or not? 
Would you not yourself be the judge? And does 
not your assertion that it was unlawful for Dudley 
to rate me higher than the surgeons had done, 
which is the whole basis of your letter, varnish 
into thin air before this admission as to your 
Own practice and prove you a demagog whois 
using an important office to manufacture political 
buncombe, and, by the way, meeting so far with 
very inaifferent success? 

In 1879 the law requiring biennial examinations 
of all pensioners was repealed, and the act repeal- 
ing it provides as follows: sd 

“Phe Commissioner of Pensions shall have the 


1 as heretofore to order special ex- 


aminations whenever, in his judgment, the same 
may be necessary, and to increase or reduce the 
pension according to right and justice.“ 

By this it is still the Commissioner and not the 
doctors who is to increase or reduce the pension 
according to right and justice,“ and it was the ex- 
ercise of this power plainly conferred and even 
commanded as a duty that you make an argument 
to show was a violation of the statute. 

The act of 1883 allows each pensioner whose dis- 
ability is equivaient to the loss of a hand or foot 
$24 per month. This establishes a class, and in 
this class your predecessor rated me. When you 
say in your letter There is no law which author- 
ized a rating of 624,“ following that statement with 
an exclamation point, what do you mean? Are 
you, a lawyer, 60 ignorant as not to know the dif- 
ference between a proposition of law and one of 
fact? There is law for a $24 rate, and whether or 
not I was correctly placed in that class is a ques- 
tion of fact and notof law, and I will say now if 
you know any way to give me as sound a body as 
Ihad before lwas shot you will be welcome to 
either of my bands or feet, and 1 will hold you my 
benefactor besides. 

Now, sir, how stands the case between you and 
me? I enlisted in 1861, then quite young, and, 
taking my lot in the ranks, served over three years. 
My contribution to my country was small, 1 know, 
but I gave it uncomplainingly. You, more fortu- 
nate, or I will say, if it suits you better, more con- 
spicuous for your ability, entered the service about 
the same time as an officer and became a General 
of volunteers. Both of us had the misfortune to 
be wounded—I through the body, you in one or 
both your arms. We both came home and prac- 
ticed law, and in that vocation the stars you 
brought from the service gave you & prestige which 
my old battered knapsack could not purchase for 
me. Intime our names both appeared upon the 
pension-rolis of our country, but with this differ- 
ence: I, still willing to take my chances with the 
great body of my comrades, filed a regular appli- 
cation to be passed upon under a general law ap- 
plicable to all cases. I tardily brougnt forward 
proofs of the disability that bad long weighed me 
down in the race of life, and on that proof asked 
an increase of the paltry sum first allowed me. 
What did you do? The slow methods and low rates 
of the law applicable to the rest of us did not suit 
you, and you appealed through influentidl friends 
then in Congress and the Senate—several of wnom 
I could name if I chose—directig to the law-mak- 
ing power to give youaspecial pension. In this 
way you obtained $100 per month, and are able- 
bodied enough to earn, it seems, $5,000 per year 
as Pension Commissioner besides! 

You took the course wherein log-rolling, lobby- 
ing, and political influence could be made the most 


effective, and by means of these you were success- 
ful. A political friend of yours, then in Congress, 
bas related to me how, in the Senate, a favorable 
moment was seized when a Senator from Vermont, 
not very favorable to special jobs, was absent 
from his seat, having been invited out by prear- 
rangement, and then it was your bill was called up 
and your pension secured! Now, sir, candidly, do 
you think you are ip a position where you can 
afford to hang my portrait in the “ rogues’ gallery” 
of your department among those who receive 
fraudulent pensions on the ground that a solitary 
Senator was kind enough to urge my claim, when 
your own pension, exceeding mine more than 
quadruple, was obtained without evidence and on 
personal appeals to legislators alone? 


In conclusion, I bave only to say it is humiliating 


to me to be compelled to come before the public 
in any discussion of my own services and disabil- 
ities. Iam not, I think, given to showing my sores 
to others; but I am persuaded the public senti- 
ment which will justly despise your mean and un- 
manly course in this whole business will deal 
leniently with my seeming egotism and pardon 
also the severity of what I have said in considera- 
tion of the remarkable conduct on your part which 
made it necessary for me to speak. Yours truly,

SOUTTLED HIS OWN SHIP. 


Capt. Alfred Brotherton Convicted at Bal- 


timore for Attempting to Sink the O. B. 


Stillman. 
BaLtrmore, Mad., April 27.—[Special. Capt. 


Alfred Brotherton, on the second trial, the first 
jury having disagreed, was found guilty today 
of conspirmg on the bigh seas to scuttle the 
brig O. B. Stillman. The Stillman left Charies- 
ton in September, 1884, and was shortly after- 
ward reported lost, and the insurance on the 
vessel and freight was paid. The vessel was 
picked up at sea and towed into Bermuda in 
April, 1885, having floated about the ocean for 
six months. Her foremast was gone, ber 
ports knocked out, and there were three au- 
ger-holes in her bottom below the water line. 
Brotherton and the mate were arrested in 
Baltimore in September, 1885, together witb F. 
L. Clayton, one of the vessel-owners. Clayton 
was acquitted. The mate turned State’s evi- 
dence, and confessed that the Captain induced 
bim to bore the holes to scuttle the vessel. 
There is no apparent appeal from the United 
States Circuit Court in this case. Sentence 
was deferred. The penalty is ten years in 
prison and $10,000 fine.

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THE MOUND-BUILDERS. 


Recent Interesting Discoveries Made Near 
Galena, Ill.—Curious Things Disclosed by 


GALEMNA, III., April 27.—(Special.]|—The re- 
ported finding near Elkhart, Ind., as stated ia 
a special to Tus TRrnuNE of the 26th inst., of 
an Indian mound containing twenty-two skulls, 
the backs of which nad been broken in appar- 
ently by some blunt instrument, bas excited 
some little interest here from the fact that a 
similar discovery was recently made at what is 
knowu as the Portage, just west of Galena and 
not far from the shore of the Mississippi, by a 
party of explorers, including Prof. Crane of 
Obio, who has had considerable experience in 
prebistoric investigations. The mound was 
about twenty feet in diameter at the base 
and nearly eight feet bigh. It stood in the 
centre of a dozen or more smaller ones, 
on ground just above high water, although 
evidences that time 
elements had served to reduce the original size 
of the mounds at least one-balf, 
largest trees on the Portage, a mammoth oak 
not less than 200 years old, had grown out of 
the larger mound, the only one thorouguly ex- 
plored, standing like a sentinel just inside the 
southwest edge of the eminence. 
gation was made by digging a wide trench 
through the mound, commencing at the base. 
or two inter-burials were found. The 
remains were supposed to be those of Indians 
who occupied the Portage as a camping- 
ground about seventy years ago. Beneath 
these, resting upon a bed of asbes and biue 
were found the remarkably well-pre- 
served bones of from eighteen to twenty
